makes. When I saw them 
hand hundred and even thou- 
sand dollar bills to earn other 
I felt Himclliinp hitter in my 
heart. f remembered how 
much twenlv-five cents and 
even nickels meant to the 
people I had known, how 
happv ten dollars would have 
made them, how a hundred 
dollars would have cilaltfced 
their whole lives 

When the men laughed and 
pocketed the thousand* ol dol- 
lars! ol winnings as if they were 
wads of tissue paper, 1 remem- 
bered how my Aunt Grac e and 
I had waited ui line at the 
Holmes Bakerv to buv a sack- 
ful of stale bread for a quarter 
in live on a whole week.

YOU sat in a waiting- 
room of the Castini; 
Department. An assistant 
came nut ot a door, looked 
user the assembled group, and 
said, "There's nothing today.

rirndly fates for me. 1 didn't 
return their grins, ! was too 

i: if bring desperate. I had a 
new name — Marilyn Monroe. 
I had to get born. And this 
time hetter than before. 

My bit was rut out of the 
oicture, "Scudda Hoc. Scudda 
Raj " I didn't mind when I 

■ card about it. I would be

■en hired for vK ninriibv in 

i\ months I'd show them. 

T spent my salary on dram- 
atic lessons, on dancing les- 

irai, -md singing lessons. I 

,iught books to read. I 
rneaked scripts off the set and 
-.it up alone in my room read- 
'i[i>in out Irmrl in front of 

lie mirror And an odd thing 
happened to me. I fell in love 
•vith mvself . . . not how I was 
but how I was going to be. 
I used to say to myself. 

What the devil have you (tot 
(0 be proud about Marilyn 
Monroe?" and I'd answer, 
T.vervthing. everything." And 
I'd walk slowly and turn mv 
head slowly as if I were a 
tiueen. 

One night another bit 
player, a male, invited me out 
tbt dinner. 

'I haven't any money," I 
•varned him. "Have you?" 

"No," he said, "But I've re- 
vived a sort of invitation to 
i party. And I would like to 
take you along. All [he start 
will be there." 

We arrived at the Beverly 
Hills homr at nine o'rlork. It 
was a famous agent's house. 
I felt as frightened entering 
it as if I were breaking into 
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a bunk. My stockings had a 
few mends in them. I was 
wearing a ten-dollar dress. 
And my shoes' I prayed no- 
body would look at my shoes. 
I said to myself, now's the 
time to feel like a queen, you 
dope — not when you're alone 
in the room with nobody look- 
ing. 

But the queen feeling 
wouldn't rome. The beat I 
could manage was to walk 
stiff-legged into a large hall 
and stand staring like a frozen 
blonde at dinner jackets and 
evening gowns. 

My escort whispered to me, 
" The food's in the other room. 
Come on." He went off with- 
out me. I remained in the 
liLill, looking into a room full 
of wonderful furniture and 
wonderful people, 

Jennifer Jones was .sitting 
on a couch. Olivia de Havil- 
land was standing near a little 
table. Oene Tierncy was 
laughing next to her. There 
were so many others 1 couldn't 
focus on them. Evening gowns 
and famous faces drifted 
ground in the room laughing 
and chatting. Diamonds glit- 
tered. There were men. too. 
but J only looked at one. 

Clark Cable stood bv him- 
self, holding a glass and smil- 
ing wistfully at the air. ne 
looked so familiar that it made 
me feel diray. And then T 
knew why. It was almost as 
if my father had rome to life- 
There he was, just as he had 
looked in (he photograph [ 
used to stare at when I was a 
little girl. 

T SPENT the rest of the 
A evening in the hallway 
looking in at Mr. Gable. It 
was a wonderful party. 

I was to go to a number of 
fancy Hollywood parties and 
stand among the glamorous 
figures, dressed as well as any 
■ > hem, and laugh as if 1 were 
overrome with joy, but I never 

;-.|i joy more ase than I 

did the first time T watched 
Mr. Gable from the hallway. 

The chief fun people get 
out of those parties comes the 
next day when they are able 
to spread the news of the 
Famous people with whom they 
associated at So - and - So'i 
house. Most parties are run on 
the star system. 

In Hollywood a star Isn't 
only an actor or actress nr 
movie executive. Il can also 
be somebody who has recently 
been arrested for something, 
or beaten up. or exposed in a 
lose triangle. If It was played 
np in the newspapers then this 
person is treated as a social 
star as long as his or her pub- 
licity continues. 

[ don't know if high society 



is different in other rities, but 
in Hollywood important 
people can't stand to be invited 
some place that isn't full of 
Othct important people- They 
don't mind a few uniamous 
people being present, because 
tbev make good listruers. But 
if a star or a studio chief or any 
other great movie personages 
find themselves sitting among a 
Jot of nobodies, they get fright- 
ened as if somebody was. try- 
ing to demote them. 

I cuuld never understand 
why important people are al- 
ways so eager lo dress up and 
come together to look at each 
other. Maybe three or four 
of them will have something 
to say to somcbodv, but the 
twenty or thirty others will 
just sit nround like lumps on 
a log and stare at each other 
with false smiles. 

The host usually bustles 
about trying to get tlir guests 
involved in some kind of a 
game nr guessing contest. Or 
he tries to get somebody to 
m.ike a speech about .some- 
thing so as to start a general 
argument. 

But usually the guests fail 



arc drunk and seem much 
more like human beings. 

There is another side of a 
Hollywood party that is very 
important socially. It is a 
plate where romances ate 
made and unmade. Nearly 
everybody who attends an im- 
portant party not only hopes 
to be favorably mentioned in 
the movie columns but also 
to fall in love or get started 
on a new seduction before the 
'■vening is over, 

It is hard to explain how 
you can fall in love while you 
are being bored to death, but 
I know it's true, because it 
haptx-ncd to me several times. 

As soon as I could afford an 
evening gown 1 bought the 
loudest one I could find. It 
was a bright red, low-rut dress 
and my arrival in it usually 
infuriated half the women 
present. I was sorry in a way 
10 du this, but I had a Ions; 
way to go and I needed a lot 
of advertising to get there. 

One evening Mr. Schenck 
invited me to his Beverly Hills 
mansion for dinner. Then he 
fell into the habit ol inviting 
rne two or three times a week. 
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to respond and the riartv just 
drags on with nothing happen- 
ing tili the Sandman arrives. 
This is the signal for the 
quests to start leaving. Nrarly 
everybody draws the line, at 
falling asleep outright at a 
party. 

The reason I went to parties 
of this son was to advertise 
myself. There was always the 
possibility rhat someone might 
insult me or make a pass at 
me, which would he good pub- 
licity if It got into the movie 
columns. But rven if nothing 
extra happened, just to be re- 
pined in the movie columns 
as having been present at a 
movie society gathering is very 
good publicity. 

Sometimes it is the only 
favorable mention the movie 
queens ran get. There was 
also the consideration that tl 
my studio bosses saw me stand- 
ing among the regular movie 
stars thev might get to think- 
ing of me as a star also. 

Going out socially in this 
fashion was the hardest part of 
my campaign to make good. 
But after a few months 1 
learned how to reduce the 
boredom considerably. This 
was to arrive arnund two hours 
late at a party. You not only 
made a special entrance, 
which was good advertising, 
but nearly everybody was 
likely to be drunk by that time. 

Important people are much 
more interesting when they 



I went to Mr. Srhenck's 
mansion the firM few times be- 
cause he was one of the heads 
of my studio. After that I 
wont because 1 liked him. Also 
the food was very good and 
there were always important 
peoplr at the table. These 
weren't party figures, but were 
Mr Schrnck's personal friends. 

I seldom spoke three words 
during dinner, but would sit 
at Mr. Srhenrk's **lbow and 
listen like a sponge. Mr. 
Schenck never so much as laid 
a finger cm my wrist, or tried 
to. He was interested in me 
because J was a good table 
ornament and because f was 
whal he called an "off-beat" 
personality. 

I liked sitting around the 
fireplace with Mr. Schenck 
and hearing him talk. He was 
foil of wisdom, like some great 
explorer. I also liked to look 
at his face. It was as much 
the fare of a town as of a man. 
The whole history of Holly- 
wood was in it. 

Perhaps the chief reason I 
was happy to have won Mr. 
Srhenrk's friendship was the 
great feeling of security it gave 
me. As a frirnd and prorege 
of one of the heads of my ciVn 
studio, what could go wrong 
for me? 

I got an answer lo that ques- 
tion one Monday morning 1 
was railed into the casting de- 
partment and informed rhat 
T was being dropped by the 
studin and that my presence 



would no longer be required. 
I couldn't talk. 1 sat listening 
and unable to move. 

The easting official ex- 
plained that I had been given 
several chances nud that, while 
I had acquitted myself fairly 
well, it was the opinion ol tie 
studio rhat I was not photo- 
genic. That was the reason, 
he said, that Mr, Zanuck had 
had me cut out of the pictures 
in which I had played bit 
parts. 

"Mr. Zanuck feels that you 
may turn into an actress some 
time," said the official, "but 
that your looks are definitely 
against you." 

I went to my room and lay 
down in hed and rried. 1 cried 
for a week. I didn't eat or 
talk or comb my huir. 1 kept 
crying as if I were at a funeral, 
burying Marilyn Monroe. 

It wasn't only that I'd been 
fired. If they had dropped me 
because I couldn't act it would 
have been bad enough. But it 
wouldn't have been fatal. I 
could learn, improve, and be- 
come an actress. But how- 
could I e\er change my looks? 
And I'd thought that was the 
part of me that couldn't miss! 

And imagine bow wrong my 
looks must be if even Mr. 
Schenck had to agree to lire 
me. I lay crying day after 
day. I hated myself for hav- 
ing been a fool and had illu- 
sions about how attractive 1 
was. 1 got out of bed and 
looked in she mirror. 

Something horrible had 
happened. I wasn't attractive. 
I saw a coarse, crude-looking 
blonde. I was looking at my- 
self with Mr. Zanuck's eyes. 
And I saw what he had seen — 
a girl whose looks were loo 
big a handicap for a career in 
the movies. 

The phone rang. Mr. 
Srhenck's secretary invited me 
to dinner. 1 went. 1 sat 
through the evening feeling too 
ashamed ta look into anyone's 
eyes. That's the wav you feel 
when you're beaten inside. 
You don't feel angry at those 
who've beaten you. You just 
feel ashamed 1 had tasted 
this shame early — when a fam- 
ily would kick me out and 
send me back to the orphan- 
age. 

When we were silting in 
the living-room, Mr. Schenck 
said to me, "How are things 
going at the studio?" 

I smiled at him because I 
was glad he hadn't had a hand 
in mv being fired. 

"I lost my job there Inst 
w-cek," I said. 

Mr Schenck looked at me 
and I saw a thousand stories in 
his face— stories of all the girls 
he had known who had lost 
jobs, of all the actresses he had 
heard boasting and giggling 
with success and then moan- 



ing and sobbing with defeat, 
He didn't try to console me. 
He didn't take my hand or 
make any promises. The his- 
tory of Hollywood looked out 
of his nred eves at me and 
he said, "Keep going." 

"1 will," 1 said, 

"Try X Studio," Mr. 
Schenck said. "There miglu 
be something there." 

When 1 was leaving Mr, 
Schenck's house I raid lo him, 
''I'd like to ask you a per- 
sonal question. Do 1 look 
any different to you than 1 
used to?" 

"You IcKjk the lame as al- 
ways, kT said Mr. Schenck- 
"'Only get some sleep and 
quit crying." 

"Thank you," I said. 

I went home Ireling I sva* 
finished hefnre I'd begun 

WHEN you're a failure 
in Hollvwood — lhaiV 
like starving to death out- 
side a banquet hall with the 
smells of filet mignun driving 
you crazy I lav in lied tit) 
after day, not eating, not 
combing my hair. There was 
going to be no luck in mi '•" 
The dark star I was bom 
under was going lo gel darker 
and darker. 

1 cried and mumbled to my- 
self- I'd go out and gel a job 
as a waitress or clerk. Millions 
ol girls were happy- io work at 
jobs like that. Or I could w,ort 
in a faeinry again, I wasn't 
afraid of any kind of work- 
I'd scrubbed floors and washed 
dishes ever since I could re- 
member. 

But there was sometliin; 
wouldn't let me en hack to ihe 
world of Norma Jean, It 
wasn't amhitimi or a svish to 
be rich and famous. 1 didn't 
feci any penl-up talent in me. 
I didn't even feel that I had 
looks or any sort of attractive- 
ness. 

But there was a thing in ine 
like a erarinrss that wouldn't 
lei up. It kept speaking to me. 
not in words but in colors — 
scarlet and gold and shining 
white, greens and blues They 
were rhe colors I used lo 
dream about in my childhood 
when 1 had tried to hide from 
the dull, unloving world in 
which the orphanage slavrv. 
Norma Jean, existed. 

I was still flving from thar 
world and it was sull aruund 
me. 

II was while I lay on this 
ocean bottom, figuring never 
to see daylight again.' that I 
fell in love for the first time.
